Gardeners May Lose Greenhouses

Rules and regulations sometimes 
get in the way of aesthetics, two local 
families have found. 
Kenneth and Olive Jennings of 2612 
Eucalyptus and Ronald and Marge 
Braswell of 2617 Eucalyptus have 
spent countless hours on their yards 
using the bounty of hom em ade 
greenhouses. 
Unless city ordinances can be 
amended soon, however, the across- 
the-street-neighbors will be forced to 
remove those hothouses which are 
illegally located. 
Each family built its greenhouse in 
the side yard, adjacent to the fence. In 
the case of Jennings, the greenhouse 
is attached to the fence which is 
constructed of special rough-treated 
wood mounted in 40-inches of con­ 
crete. 
Jennings who will have had his 
greenhouse three years in August was 
first notified that he had a problem in 
December. He cam e home one day to 
find that he had been ticketed for 
having an outbuilding without 
a 
permit. 
When his wife attem pted to pur­ 
chase a perm it the next day, they 
discovered 
th at 
all 
accessory 
buildings must be three feet from the 
property line. 
Jack Chandler, a building inspector 
for the city, also says that accessory 
buildings in the rear yard must be 15 
feet from the house if they are not 
attached. An accessory building can 
be as tall as two stories 
in a 
residential area. 
Jennings’ hothouse is eight feet 
high, six feet wide and 26 feet long. 
He believes that having a greenhouse 
is one of the best uses devised for a 
side yard which is normally just 
“wasted space.” 
Both the Jennings and Braswells 
spend a great deal of time in their 
greenhouses or working in their yards 


complained about the appearance of 
the structures which 
are 
barely 
visible above the fences, but someone 
reported the existence of the buildings 
to the c ity ’s code enforcem ent 
departm ent. Apparently there is no 
record of the complaint, however, 
either verbal or written. 
The horticulture hobbyists decided 
to “ fight city hall” because—other 
than 
obvious 
inconvenience 
to 
themselves they believe compliance 
with existing ordinances 
would 
produce a health and tire hazard. 


‘‘If my greenhouse w ere just 
standing out there by itself I could see 
the reasoning for putting it three feet 
inside the property line,” Jennings 
admits. “ With a fence, it s ridiculous. 
That leaves three feet between my 
fence and the greenhouse which would 
be hard to mow and would attract 
litter ” 
Jennings and Braswell took their 
problem to the Board of Adjustment 
expecting an easy ruling in their 
favor. Variances were denied, but no 
reason for the denial was given 
David McCall III, chairm an of the 
board, said that the board has never, 
to his knowledge, granted a variance 
for a greenhouse but added that the 
board could rehear the case if it were 
resubmitted. 


After the board’s denial, the duo 
appealed to the City Council only to be 
told that their only recourse was to 
district court or back to the board. 
Under state law, the council is unable 
to instruct the board in any case. 
Council m em bers did, however, 
request the Planning and Zoning 
Com m ission 
to 
exam ine 
the 
requirem ents for the location of 
greenhouses and other 
accessory 
buildings. 
As Mayor Norman Whitsitt com­ 
mented, “ There isn t anything wrong 
with them except they are illegal.”

The lamps are very heavy so ideal for porches, dens, 
etc. and quite colorful, too. I also use marbles as a “ cover-up” 
around spiked flower holders when making low based 
arrangements.

DEAR POLLY — As celery is now so expensive I take the 
leaves and very top stems and cook them in water until I feel 
all the substance and flavor are extracted, then strain the li­ 
quid into ice cube trays and freeze. When frozen the cubes are
